III. Claims 7 and 20, drawn to an antibody, classified in class 424, subclass

IV. Claim 6, drawn to a method of producing a polypeptide, classified in class 
435, subclass 69.1. 

V. Claims 10-12, drawn to a method of detecting a polynucleotde, classified 
in class 436, subclass 94. 

VI. Claim 15, drawn to a method of screening a compound for effectiveness 
as an agonist, classified in class 436, subclass 64. 

VII. Claim 16, drawn to a method of screening a compound for effectiveness 
as an antagonist r classified in class 436, subclass 64. 

VIII. Claim 17 and 18, drawn to a method of screening the effectiveness in 
altering expression of a target polynucleotide and assessing toxicity of a 
test compound, classified in class 514, subclass 44.

2. Inventions l-lll are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions differ on from the other ecuase they are drawn 
to materially distinct products, that differ structurally, functionally, and chemically. 

3. Inventions IV-IX are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions differ one from the other because they are 
drawn to materially distinct methods, wherein the methods are used for different 
purposes, have different effects and have steps. The method of group IV, for example 
is drawn to a polypeptide, while the method of group V is drawn to a polynucleotide. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process

The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the methods can 
be used to detect or screen other polynucleotides unrelated to the product of group II. 

7. Inventions III and IX are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the antibody can 
be used for other purposes, such as in a in vitro analytical tool. 

8. Inventions I and V, VIII, IX are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
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808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions are not used for one another (i.e. 
methods are drawn to polynucleotides and antibodies). 

9. Inventions II and VI-VII, IX are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions are not used for one another (i.e. 
methods are drawn to polypeptides and antibodies). 

10. Inventions III and V, VI-VIII, are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions are not used for one another (i.e. 
methods are drawn to polypeptides and polynucleotides). 

1 1 . Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for the different groups are non overlapping and not coextensive, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
